Captured by Filipinos in Sight 
Of Manila. 


OUT SAILING IN A_ BOAT. 


BECAME BECALMED NEAR INSUBR- 
GENT LINES. 


#riendly Natives Meet Rough Usage 
by the Filipinos, Who Are Fill- 
ing Up the Towns Evacu- 
ated by Americans. 


MANILA, May 31, 3:20 >. T— Details re- 
garding the capture by Filipinos of two 
officers of the United States hospital ship 
Relief yesterday have just been obtained. 
The Relief lies in the harbor in front of 
this city. Third Officer Fred Heppy and 
Assistant Engineer Charles Blanford rigged 
a sail on one of the ship's boats and went 
sailing along the shore on the south, oppo- 
Site the insurgent lines. The boat became 
becalmed near the shore and some native 
canoes with Filiptnos on board put out and 
Captured the two men, who were unarmed, 
and also took possession of the boat. 
Monadnock quickly sent a boat with 
landing party ashore, under cover of her 
guns, and shelled the shore briskly. The 
natives, however, hurried the 
into the wbhods before the Monadnock’s 
boat reached land. Persons on board sey- 
eral other ships .saw the affair through 
giasses, but were unable to prevent the 
capture of Heppy and Blanford. 

Friendly natives arriving here from the 
country around San [sidro and San Miguel] 
report that a reign of terror has prevailed 
ince the American troops were withdrawn 
rom those parts of the islands. The in- 
surgents who are returning there deal ven- 
geance upon those of their countrymen 
who have shown any friendship toward the 
Americans during the latter’s occupation of 
the territory. “The friendlies declare 
unoffending people are being murdered 
dally, and that their houses are being 
burned and thelr property confiscated, Pien- 
ty of sympathizers with the insurrection 
remained during the Amertcans’ stay, and 
they have been reporting these instances 
of friendliness toward our troops. 


CLAIMANTS FOR PENSION, 


About Sixteen Thousand Applicantioms 
by Men Who Served in the 
Short War With Spain. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—Commissioner 
of Pensions H. Clay Evans says to-day 
that pension payments for the fiscal year 
would not exceed $140,000,000. This will be 
a reduction from last year of $4,000,000. but 


the decrease is due to the number of cases 
held up for further action and review in- 
stead of a diminuation in the number of 
applicants for pensions. 

“e to date there have been about 16.000 
applications from survivors of the war with 
Spain and from the relatives of those killed 
or who died in the peace camps of this 
country. 

The department is making special effort 
to pension at once all widows or de- 
pendent relatives of the men killed in the 
war with Spain or who died while in the 
service. Most of the applications of sur- 
vivors for pensions are based upon the 
fact that they eontracted malaria while in 
the service and rendered unfit for busi- 
ness. A few cases are for disabilities 
caused from the effects of smallpox and 
yellow fever. One applicant for a pension, 
whose name the department withholds. 
avers that he contracted 22 distinct diseases

The circuit breakers on many of the cars 
became impaired and some of the had to 
be taken back to the barns, much to the 
inconvenience of the patrons, many, of 
whom had to wait out in the.raAin for the 
next car and they only run every half hour 
on the Suburban beyond Maplewood. 

In one or two instances the passengers 
were startled by the cannon-like reports 
made by the circuit breaker when it would 
slip and were startled on looking up and 
seeing the motorman's head surrounded by 
flashing halos of fire. 

At Webster Groves and. Maplewood an 
many other places aleng the route the car 
tracks of the Suburban Line were com- 
pletely submerged in water. 

The new open cars‘of the Lindell Railway 
Co. were placed in service on the Delmar 
and Page street lines Wednesday morning. 
The company could not have chosen a worse 
day, but as they had already taken off the 
old cars the night before it was ‘mpossible 
to change them back again after the rain 
began. As a result. however, many a 
woman In St. Louls and vicinity is deploring 
the loss of a spring hat or a silk skirt or 
shirtwaist. The passengers on all these 
new open cars were completely drowned 
out during the storm. The cars afforded 
little or no protection. They have no glass 
to the windows and the substitute is can- 
vass shades, but as the shades are narrow 
the rain swept in on either side in such a 
deluge that it Was worse than being on the 
ground. Below the shades is a lattice 
work of iron, which has no covering as a

number of those who suffered from the 
open cars would not have been so great 
had it not been the first day of their, serv- 
ice. The patrons knew nothing of the 
change on starting out and expected to ride 
in the same closed cars that have been in 
use on the road during the winter and 
apring.

There Was Arsenic in the 
Boarding House Sugar.

ONLY ONE OF THE VICTIMS IN 
DANGER OF DEATH. 


Doctor Says if the Victims Had Taken 
the Poison Into Their Systems by 
Degrees They Would Proba- 
bly Have Died.

Arsenic in sugar is responsible for the 
iilIness of 32 men in Granite City, Ill. None 
of them is so seriously affected as to make 
his recovery even doubtful, except W. 
Brainard, who was very badly off Tuesday 
night, but was better Wednesday morn- 
ing. The others are all in a fair way to 
recover. 

All those poisoned lived at Colliers’ Hotel. 
Granite City, except two, and those two 
ate there. The names of those down in 
bed are:

The way the poison came to the victims 
is peculiar. The Colliers, who own the 
hotel, which Is patronized almost exclusive- 
ly by men working in the shops in Granite 
«ity, usually buy sugar by the barrel, but 
last week. being in a hurry, they ordered 
1200 pounds, in 100 pound sacks. They re- 
fuse to say from whom they bought it. 
The sugar was delivered Saturday in 
cheese cloth sacks, inclosed in burlap bags. 
On every bag was a C branded to indicate 
the quality of the sugar. 

Mrs. Coilier emptied the remaining con- 
tents of her sugar barrel into a box and 
sent it into the kitchen for use there. Then 
she emptied three of the sacks into the 
sugar barrel for table use. She noticed 
that the “‘C’’ branded on the bags in green 
had struck through to the cheese cloth 
eacka but she thought nothing of it at the 
time.

tables on Saturday evening, and the board- 
ers used some of it. A few of them com- 
plained that evening of griping pains in 
their stomachs, but little was noticed un- 
til Sunday. That night, strawberries were 
served, and everyone, with one exception 
who ate them, was taken very ill, with all 
the symptoms of poisoning. The one not 
ill ate no sugar on his berries. 

Physicians were summoned and they de- 
clared it a clear case of poisoning, but 
could not account for the cause of the 
trouble. They first said it must be the 
meat. but many who ate the meat were 
not ill. Then they thought the strawber- 
ries were to blame, saying that the young 
plants might have been sprinkled with 
Paris green, which had not washed off. 
But one guest who had eaten three dishes 
of strawberr’63 Was as well as ever. 

Finally Dr. Charles Wilhelmj of East St. 
Louis began a thorough examination of the 
premises. He stumbled on the sugar, no- 
ticed the green ‘“C’’ brand on 
looked at the inside of them and found that 
the letter was outlined in crystals of green, 
formed by the sugar adhering to the paint, 
which had struck clear through to the in- 
side of the thin cheesecloth sacks. In the 
meantime, Mrs. Collier had been emptying 
the sugar bowls to wash them and had 
noticed green crystals among the white. 
Dr. Wilhelmj examined the sugar chemical- 
lv and fourid that the green crystals con- 
tained arsen‘c and copperas. The mystery 
was explained and the sugar was returned 
to the wholesale house. 

In the meantime, however, the boarders 
were having a hard time of it. All were in 
the hotel except Kimball and Brent, who 
had eaten there Sunday night only. They 
are at Mrs. Westlake’s house. Dr. 
Tulley of Granite City. who was called at 
the first symptoms of trouble, with Dr. 
Wilhelmj, is attending them, and a trained 
nurse is waiting on them. 

Dr. Wilhelmj condemns the 
house for criminal carelessness in using 
reen paint of poisonous composition for 
sxranding sacks of the seivelike character 
of burlaps and cheesecloth. He says that 
had not the guests eaten the fstrawberries 
with a profusion of sugar on Sunday night 
they all might have been slowly poisoned to 
death without knowing what killed them. 
The overdose they took Sunday night made 
them s'ck and emetics and antidotes did 
the rest. 

W. Brainard. the sickest of the men, is 
quite old, and he stands only a fair chance 
lof recovery. All the others were doing well 
Wednesday morning.

The Internal Revenue Collector for St.

Sweeping changes will be made in the 
personnel of employes at the Federaj, bulld- 
ing as a result of President McKinley's ac- 
tion in removing positions in various de- 
partments from the jurisdiction of the Civ- 
il Service Commission. 

Probably 100 men in the St. Louis office 
will be gffected. 

Saevales of the Port Charles H. Smith 
says the full text of the President's com- 
munication has not been given out, and the 
synopsis, already published, is not clear as 
to details. 

So far as can be learned the office most 
affected is that of Internal Revenue Collec- 
tor H. C. Grenner. Under him are 23 deputy 
collectors, who wili hereafter be appointed 
on the political grounds. Their salaries 
range from $800 to $2000 per year. The 
highest paid man next to «he Collector is 
his Chief Deputy, H. D. Cleveland. He 
has been employed in the Internal Revenue 
Office for several years, and is a staunch 
Democrat. 

“I can’t tell where I stand,”’ said he to 
a reporter Wednesday. The order doesn't 
include chief clerks, and, I think, I am that 
class. However, I was sworn in as a 
deputy, and that may have a bearing on 
my case. At any rate, 1 am not worrying. 
The best way is to accept things as they 
come.”’ 

In addition to the deputies the collector 
has authority over 10 storekeepers and 12 
gaugers, who receive from $3 to $% a day. 
As now constituted the majority of the col- 
lector’s force are Democrats, 

Collector Grenner was all smiles. Be- 
tween puffs of a fragrant Havana he sald: 

“TI have not yet received the official or- 
der from Washington, but you may say 
there will be few Democratis roosters 
perched around here after July 1.” 

“Will everybody go who is not a Repub- 
lican?’’

“He must have a scholastic education, 
and know a good dollar from a bad one.”

I 
am confident, however, the order extends 
further than is generally believed. We 
expect a complete copy in a few days. Un- 
til then we will wait. Naturally Republicans 
feel jubilant over the changes.” 

In the Postoffice the cashler and 
financial clerks are transferred from tif 
civil service, Besides these it is said all 
the superintendents will feel the ax. 

Republicans claim that the cashier's 
office has never been classified in the civil 
service, and are clamoring for Frank Run- 
der’s job more vigorously than ever.

August Pieper Appears to Have Been 
Once a Lieutenant. 

The body of “Old Man” August Pieper, 


for 26 years known as the hermit of South 


St. Louis, Hes on a slab at the Morgue, 
awaiting a claimant. It lies there because 
a provision of the law requires it, and not 
in the hope that a claimant will appear. 
Everybody living in the neighborhood of 
2334 Osage street, where he lived and died, 
knows that Pieper had no relatives who 
were interested in him. 

Pieper went to the Osage street house in 
1873 to livé with his sister. She died four 
vears later and, after that, he lived alone. 
He had no acquaintances or friends and 
indicated by his manner that he did not 
care to make any. His life was a mystery 
which many attempted to penetrate with- 
out Success.

THE ST. LOUIS CANDIDATES. 


Favorites for the Police Board and for 
Election Commissioner—New 
Election Law. 


Politicians think the appointment of 
James McCaffery, Secretary of the Police 
Board, to the office of Election Commis- 
sioner, Made vacant by the resignation of 
George W Jones, is a certainty. They say 
the Governor has decided to appoint Mr. 
McCaffery, and are puzzled over his delay 
in announcing the appointment. 

The politicians have also settled among 
themselves that the Governor will sign the 
election bill for St. Louis and take 
chances on the Supreme Court deciding, that 
his approval of the measure leaves Kan- 
Sas City without any election law except 
the general staute of the State. A number 
of Democratic lawyers hold that the ap- 
proval of the St. Louis bill will not. affect 
Kansas City. In this opinion Secretary of 
State Lesueur does not agree with them. 
He believes that the Supreme Court will 
be unable to see its way clear to an utter 
disregard of the specific clause repeahng 
the election law of 189%, which is in the 5! 
Louis bill, and which, if the latter becomes 
operative, he believes will repeal the law 
under Which Kansas City and St. Louis 
are now operating. 

he Democratic politicians of Kansas 
City—that is, one faction, are advising the 
Governor to go ahead and sign the St. 
Louis bill, even if it does repeal the Kan- 
sas City law. They are rather attracted 
by the prospect of no election law. No 
election law means no registration, and a 
certain class of Kansas City politicians 
redict that without registration, a million 

* -pdalaicaa votes might be cast in Kansas 
City. 

Another subject which agitates the poli- 
ticians is the Police Board appointments, 
now nearly five months overdue. 

The incumbents, Dr. Otto Forster gand 
L. D. Kingsland, are in the running, and 
expect to be reappointed. The outside can- 
didates are Thomas Ward, Robert H. Kern 
and Thomas Wright. Mr. Ward is the 
choice of the St. Louis Democratic mem- 
bers of the Legislature. Mr. Kern’s friends 
say he has made no apptication for the 
place, but that he will accept, if the Gov- 
ernor Offers it. Mr. Kern is understood to 
have been one of the authors of the new 
police law. The Governor has never given 
any indication of what he expects to do. 

It has ‘been suggested that the Governor 
will not appoint until the new police law 
goes into effect, early in August, and that 
he whl then appoint all the Commissioners 
under the new law.

HIS SHIP WAS HIS CASTLE. 


HE HELD THE SCHOONER HELVE- 
TIA AGAINST THE WORLD. 


{he Story the Doughty Skipper Tells 
of the Events Which Placed 
Him at War With the 
Dominion. 


Gpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

MONTREAL, May. 31.—Doughty Capt. 
Marks has won his point against the Do- 
minion of Canada. He forced the company 
owning the schooner Helvetia, which he 
made his castle, pay him-his just dues, al- 


‘ though in doing this he defied the authority 


of Canada and the United States. 

Marks for some time has successfully de- 
fied the combined forces of Great Britain 
and the United States; who have vainly 
tried to wrest from him tht possession of 
the schooner. The latter was owned by the 
Atlantic Transportation Co., which failed. 
When the receiver tried to get hold of the 
Helvetia (apt. Marks said he would no? 
give up the vessel until the $960 due him 
was paid. Moreover, he let it be known 
that any one who attempted to board the 
ship wouid be riddled with shot. He is- 
sued a broad challenge to the whole of the 
Canadian police, and it has not yet been 
taken Alp. 

The tSited States Consul tried to take 
the vessel, but retired when he learned 
that Capt. Marks intended: to shoot him 
on sight. Secretary of State Hay has had 
much correspondence with the Dominion 
nes but Capt. Marks still holds the 
Bhib. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent _ re- 
mained on the Helvetia nearly all of Mon- 
day night. Every moment an attack was 
expected. Besides his son and his wife,Capt. 
Marks has. with him 18 men who are ready 
and eager to stand by him to the end. 

Moreover, the whole population of Valley 
Field was with the captain, It had been 
arranged that when the bigg bell of the 
schooner was tolled citizens would know 
that an attack hag,begun and they had 
promised to respond to the signal armed 
for a fight. - 

Capt. Marks has been placed upon a 
pedestal by the people of Valley Field, and 
they revere him as a husband and a father 
who is contending against great odds for 
his just dues. Every one of the 11,000 in- 
habitants of the town is his fast friend an4 
loyal supporter. He has no ready money 
to speak of. but his credit with the trades- 
men is as good as if he had the Bank of 
— and Wall street conybined at his 

ack, 

A Valley Field friend of Capt. Marks ac- 
companied the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
to the boat. , After some parley and a good 
deal of scrutiny and vouching for the iden- 
tity of the visitor, a ladder was thrown 
down and hauled in again as soon as the 
correspondent had climbed aboard. Twenty 
or 30 young Valley Fielders were keeping 
Watch on the canal bark at the time. 

The Captain is a fine-looking, pleasant 
spoken man. His son is recovering from a 
fever which he got while serving in the 
Third United States Calvary at Santtago, 
and is a fine specimen of manhood. He re- 
» ceived an honorable discharge while in the 
peeesal, and later jolned his father on the 
Oat. a 

Mrs. Marks, the Captain's’ second 
is a pleasant. well educated and brave 
woman.

To the correspondent Capt. Marks said: 
“The entire thing was an attempt by people 
with millions behind them to bluff me out 
of my salary and the money TI had ad- 
vanced.

CHICAGO PLANKS BROAD ENOUGH 
FOR DEMOCRATS. 


Speech of the Presiding Officer of the 
League at the Opening of 
the Convention at 
Louisville. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 31.—The third 
annual convention of the Ohio Valley Bi- 
metallic League convened at Macauley’'s 
Theater this afternoon. After welcome 
had been extended the delegates by Mayor 
Weaver, Judge James P. Tarvin of Cov- 
ington, Ky., President of the league, called 
the convention to order. He said: 

Judge Tarvin said: ‘‘We are not invested 
with the authority to say what the Demo- 
cratic national platform of 1900 shall be, 
nor do we undertake to dictate what it 
vhall be; but we do undertake to exercise 
the inallenable right of expressing our opin- 
ion as to what it ought to be, provided 
the exercise of that right has not been pro- 
hibited by the Postmaster-General or the 
Attorney-General of the royalist adminis- 
tration now in power in the nation. We 
want to first inquire what issue is to be de- 
— in 1900—what question is to be set- 


tled. 
to he determined in 1900 


“The question 
for the time is, whether the government 
Shall be administered by the representa- 
tives of the organized capitals, and for the 
benefit of organized capital, or whether it 
shall be administered by the people in such 
a Way as to permit the operation of natura] 
laws in the distribution of the fruits of la- 
bor, sometimes called money and sometimes 
known as wealth. 

“With this knowledge of the question at 
issue, this convention may express an opin- 
ion as to the platform that ought to be 
adopted by the Democratic convention of 
1900; for it happens that the organization 
of the Democratic party of this country is 
now in the hands of those who believe that 
the government should be administered by 
the people, and not for the benefit of the 
organized wealth of the country. 

“It is a convention with the courage to 
express its convictions and beliefs, and not 
seeking to hide behind generalities and 
platitudes. We evpect to express here just 
what we mean, in terms that no man can 
fail to understand. 

“We stand without qualification, reserve 
or conditions for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and goid at the ratio of 
16 to 1, by the United States, without 
awaiting the action of any other country 
on earth. We express our opinions that 
this plank ought to be in the Democratic 
national ow enone of 1900. We are of the 
on that no steps should be taken to 
obscure this doctrine or to relegate it. 

“The trust is the highest form of con- 
centrated wealth yet known. It is the per- 
fection of the ownersh'p by the moneyed 
class, of all the fruits of labor of all the 
land. The trust meets with universal con- 
demnation; yet as we may observe that 
some of those who condemn have the pow- 
er to destroy the trust, but fail to do so, 
we may observe that the office of Attorney- 
General of the United States, through 
which the trust could be destroyed, has 
been filled by one who was the Governor 
of New Jersey, the hotbed and birthplace of 
trusts, and who created and who is owned 
by the trusts. We may observe that those 
connected with the present national admin- 
istratién condemn trusts, and yet the pow- 
er of the administration to destroy the 
trusts is not exercised. We may remeéem- 
ber that the Republican national conven- 
tion of 1886 denounced the gold standard, 
and that thereafter the advocates of the 
gold standard supplied the money with 
which to buy the election of the nominee 
of that convention. 

“We may hear from some that they op- 
pose trusts, but favor the gold standard. 
The man who makes this declaration is 
lacking either in intelligence or in sin- 
cerity. The sincere man who thinks will 
say that it is self-evident that he who 1S 
opposed to the growth of trusts Is opposed 
to the gold standard. Every supporter of 
a trust and every beneficiary of a trust is 
an advocate of the gold standard, and €v- 
ery advocate of the gold standard is a sup- 
porter and uphoider of trusts. 

“Where are those who gc about not de- 
claring for the Clicago platform of 18%, 
but declaring for a platform broad enough 
for all Democrats te stand upon, but I can 


tell vou what they mean. They mean to 
broaden a Democratic platform by taking 
awey apart of it. They mean to surrender 
that for which ‘we contended in 18%. Thev 
menun to place the Democratic party where 
the Republican party now is, under the con- 
trol and in the ownership of the organized 
wealth of the United States. Those who go 
about espousing a platform broad enougi 
for all Democrats to stand en mean that 
they want you to broaden your platform by 
taking out of it the plank favoring inde- 
bimtallism at 16 to 1. 
not believe ta that process of 
broadening. We find plenty of room to 
stand now, and we suggest to those wno 
advise this process of broadening to greta 
platform of their own.

TOD SLOAN RODE HOLOCAUSTE. 


Iie Horse Broke a Leg While Running 
Second Into the Straight and 
Looking Like a Winner.

LONDON. England, May 31.—All England 
and the turf world beside know that this is 
Derby Day. 

This, indeed, is the 219th renewal of the 
English Derby, the greatest of all races in 
the world for thoroughbreds. 

The sun is shining brightly, there is not a 
cloud in the sky and more glorious Derby 
Day weather has never been known. 

The Derby was won by Flying Fox, De- 
mocles was second and Innocence third. 
Before the racing started Holocauste re- 
ceded in the betting from 4to 1 until 7 to 1 
against him was vainly shouted, -In the 
meanwhile 3 to 1 was laid on Flying Fox. 

Flying Fox won by two lengths. The time 
Was 2:4? 4-5. 

Tod Sloan would probably have won the 
race with Holocauste, the French horse, 
but for an accident as they came into the 
straight. At that point the American rider 
and the French horse were in second place.

Suddenly the torse stopped, throwing his 
rider. Those who ran to pick Sloan up, 
found him uninjured, but Holocauste had 
broken a leg and was unable to move. 

Sloan walked back to the weighing room, 
escorted by policemen, But for the acci- 
dent he might have won the race; as he 
was in second place and coming fast when 
his horse broke down.

i PRIVATE SOLDIER'S REPORT. 


Mr. E. R. Lewis of Alpen, Mich., 
Thinks He Received the Last 
Words of a St. Louis Soldier 


Mr. E. R. Lewis, a soldier, recently re- 
turned from Cuba to his home in Alpen, 
Mich., writes the Post-Dispatch that he re- 
ceived the dying message, at Siboney, last 
August, of a ecldier who gave his name as 
J.C. Webber, St. Lou!s. He says he wishes 

Vebber’s relatives to know the circum- 
stances and that he will cheerfully answer 
any inquiries they may desire to make. Mr. 
Lewis says: 

“One of the strongest desires of a dying 
soldier is to let his loved ones at home 
know of his fate and all men dread the idea 
of being consigned to an unknown grave. 
It was my fate to be the recipient of one 
such message during the Santiago cam- 
paign last summer. 

“While assisting a dying man who was 
supposed to ‘be suffering from yellow fever 
he made several efforts to overcome the 
deathly weakness and finally whispered in 
broken sentences: 

“‘T am dying. 1 am—— J. C. Webber, St. 
Louis, Mo.’ : 

“It was evident that realizing his condi- 
tion he wanted te leave some message, but 
lacked the strength. 

“The event happenzed about the first of 
August at the vellow fever detention ‘hos- 
pital, which was located near the place 
where Gen. Shafter had his headquarters 
during July. 

‘With five comrades I had been detailed 
on guard duty. On our arrival we found be- 
tween fifteen and twenty men, in all stages 
of emaciation, iying on the ground without 
shelter and many of them almest naked. 
They .were yellow fever suspects who had 
been sent there from the trenches to be ex- 
amined by an alieged spcialist in such dis- 
eases. My attention was first attracted to 
this particular case, because of his extreme 
weakness. The expert ‘had decided that 
the poor fellow was afflicted with the dread

After His Penance of Silence He Kept 


at Prayer Much of His Time 
at His Bedside. 


William Ogden, the young man who 
achieved considerable notoriety a few days 
ago by making a vow that he would not 
Speak for twenty-four hours and abiding 
by it, is mysteriously missing from his 
home, 1528 Olive stme@t, and the occupants 
fear he has wandered away in a demented 
state and possi met with a fatal acci- 
dent. 

It was Ogden who prayed for two hours 
on his bended knees at St. Xavier’s church, 
Grand avenue and Lindell boulevard, last 


Wednesday “7 and when the sexton told 
him he would have to move, refused to 
obey or make any reply. 

When a policeman was called Ogden still 
refused to speak. He was taken to the 
City Hospital, but no ene could make him 
utter a word. Finally he was brought be- 
fore Dr. Nietert, who was/acquainted with 
Ogden and knew that he was not deaf and 
dumb, but even Dr. Nietert couldn’t make 
him talk. He was placed in the observa- 
tion ward of the hospital, where he fe- 
mained without giving utterance to a word 
until Thursday morning, when he wrote 
on a piece of paper the words, ‘“‘What time 
is it?” and handed the paper to a reporter. 
When told the time Ogden looked around 
in a strange way and said: 

““My penance is over. I had made a vow 
to‘ keep silent for twenty-four hours.” 

Mrs. Kate Farroll, who keeps the room- 
ing house at 1528 Olive street, where Ogden 
had been living, says she was surprised 
when she read of his strange actions, but 
she moticed that his demeanor had been 
rather peculiar fer several days. He acted 
more mysteriously than ever after the ful- 
fillment of his “‘penance,”’ ofien praying 
for hours at a time at his bedside. 

Last Fmday morning Ogden left the house 
as usual and nothing has been geen or heard 
from him since. He left his clothes and 
other possessions of little value in the 
room, but left no message or gave ud in- 
timation of his intemtions.

HENRY BAUMEYER ADMITS HE IS 
GUILTY. 


TWO WARRANTS. “» ISSUED. 


Farm Hand Says He Is Willing to 
‘ Take His Punishm-nt—How He 
Got the Check Books. 


Henry Baumeyer, the young fellow ar- 
rested Tuesday morning on @ charge of 
forgery, wes taken from the Mounted 
District Station to the holdover Wednes- 
day morning. Two warrants, charging 
forgery, were issued against him. 

Baumeyer was quite repentant when seen 
and greatly feared to face the consequences 
of his actions. Apparently he hag. come to 
the conclusion that it is ‘best fér tim to 
make a ciean breast of the entire affair, 
for, without splicitation, he told ‘the whole 
story. 

The total amount of his peculations he 
Places at $145, all having been committed 
within a little more than one week. Buu- 


myer is open and frank in regard to all 
the details, save one; he wih not say 
what purpose he hed in getting the money. 
He would ascribe it to debt, which he had 
oontracted, but from various remarks made 
it is inferred that a woman was the cause 
of his trouble. He denies this, however, 
and will nowt talk about +. 

Baumeyer says he secured this position 
with (Mr. Joseph T. Donovan, en his farm 
near Fenton, Mo., Dy representing himselt 
to be a returned soldier, unable to fiag 
employment. He had been in the employ 
of Mr, Donovan about four weeks when 
he is alleged to have committed the frst 
forgery. ‘This was a check for $v, to whic) 
he signed the name of J. T. Donovan ang 
passed it on Charles Gross, proprietor ot 
the saloon on Morganford road." His at. 
tempt was so successful and the money was 
so promptly paid that, it is charged, Bau- 
meyer was emboldened to make another 
trial, which he did the same day, Satur: 
day, by cashing, at the same place, @ $3 
check. 

The explanation he gave for presenting 
the two papers in such close succession was 
the cause of his undoing. He said he had 
been robbed while in the city and there- 
fore was forced to get more money. Gross 
never doubted this, but wished the police 
to investigate the robbery and aecetdinete 
informed them. When they got to work on 
the case they claim they found not only 
these two forgeries, but two others, one for 
$35 on ©. A. Debrecht, a Tower Grove ave- 
nue grocer, and one for $0 on G. FE. Geb- 
hardt, of 780 Ivory avenue. To this last 
he signed the name of H. J. Spaunhorst 
notary public, a former employer of 
Baumeyer's. All of the checks except the 
last were drawn on the Jefferson Bank, the 
last being one of the German-American 
forma. 

Baumeyer secured the Jefferson Bank 
checks by buying them from Schmidt and 
Niehoft, tallors on Jefferson avenue and 
Pine street, telling them he had money on 
deposit. The fourth blank was given him 
by an employe of the Pickel Cut Stone 
Company, Twenty-first and Gratiot. This 
Was without @ revenue stamp, he says, and 
so he did not have to pay for it. 4 

Baumeyer is not as ignorant as many 
have represented him to be. He dresses 
neatly and claims to be but 18 years old. 
He says he receiv®@il eight years’ education 
in a Catholic Parocnial school. His mother 
Baumeyer say" Works in a restaurant and 
the last time he saw her. two months ago. 
she lived on Oregon avenue. He admite his 
gullit, expresses his readiness tof take his
